dollar) whereas retail accounts were still usually kept in the equally 
non-decimal pounds, shillings and pence. Thus the copper cents, despite 
their great unpopularity due to their large size, filled an important func- 
tion in the making of change. The supply of them was not equal to the 
demand until 1820.^ In fact, up to 1812, the Mint had coined only about 
2.7 copper cents for each person in the republic,^ and these few coppers 
were concentrated in the larger cities of the North. Moreover, consider- 
able numbers had been lost to the melting pots of copper craftsmen who, 
lacking an adequate American source of the metal, were generally in 
short supply. 

The copper cents were plentiful by comparison to U. S. gold and 
silver coins. Up to 1812 the IJ. S. Mint had coined less than $1.50 worth 
of gold and silver coins for each person in the country.^ However, a 
major fraction of these gold and silver coins had been exported or melted 
by the bullion dealers, or were out of circulation as bank reserves for 
paper-money issues. This state of affairs made the number of U. S. gold 
and silver coins actually in use by the people very small indeed. 

PAUL REVERE & SON 

A few signs of the coming industrial revolution could be seen in the 
Eastern cities. One such sign appeared in 1801 with the founding of an 
important metal-working company by a great American patriot. Paul 
Revere, at the age of 66, had founded the firm of Paul Revere & Son near 
Boston.^ There he had rolled copper sheet successfully for the first time 
on the American continent. The industry he founded has grown and 
prospered. At present it is well and favorably known as Revere Copper 
and Brass Incorporated. Paul Revere’s great grandson, Mr. E. H. R. 
Revere, is today a member of the Board of Directors. 

The Paul Revere who founded this metal-working company is the 
same man who was immortalized by Longfellow’s poem concerning a 
patriot’s night ride on horseback to warn the countryside that the 
British were coming, just before “the shot heard round the world” was 
fired at the Battle of Lexington and Concord. 

Long before the American Revolution he had been a successful 
silversmith. Later, in the depression years just before this war, he was 
a manufacturer of false teeth. During the war he had cast many iron 
and brass cannon, and also made gunpowder. When the conflict was 
over, he had taken up metallurgy in earnest. Among other accomplish- 
ments, he and his sons had cast about 400 large bells, some of which are 
still in service today and are noted for their sweetness of tone. 

In 1798 Paul Revere had written to Benjamin Stoddert, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy: 

“ . . . I supplied the (ship) CONSTITUTION Dove-tails, Staples, Nails, 
etc., etc. My greatest difficulty is to get Copper. Could I get a sufficient 
supply of Copper, I could undertake to roll Sheet Copper for sheathing 
ships . . . '' 

The scarcity of copper also plagued the U. S. Mint during all the 
years of our copper coinage. It was not until a sizable American produc- 
tion was started in the 1840s® that this difficulty became unimportant. 
Shortly thereafter the copper coinage was terminated. 

In 1801, just before the founding of Paul Revere’s Manufactory, we 
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PAUL REVERE AND THE FIRST U. S. MINT

Let us return tp that time in U. S. history, 138 years ago, when our 
struggling new republic began to feel its muscle, and was about to 
become embroiled in a second war with England. It may have been the 
impressment of American seamen and the desire for freedom of the seas 
for American shipping which touched off the War of 1812. Or it may 
have been that the Mother Country, weakened by a life-and-death strug- 
gle with Napoleon, was a prime target in the minds of certain American 
politicians who had an eye to territorial expansion to the North. 

NEW STARS FOR THE FLAG 

In any case, the country was growing in stature and expanding 
toward the West — west of the Alleghenies, that is. The number of states 
had increased to 18, with the addition of Louisiana early in 1812. How- 
ever, the stars in our flag had not kept pace with the addition of states. 
In 1795 the original flag of 13 stars and 13 stripes had been altered by 
Congress to 15 stars and 15 stripes, thus providing symbolism for the 
new states of Vermont and Kentucky. It was not until twenty years later 
that Naval Officer Samuel Chester Reid presented his now-familiar plan 
by which “Old Glory” would always have thirteen stripes representing 
the original thirteen states and a new star for each new state.^ This plan 
was adopted by Congress, effective in 1818. Between 1795 and 1818, 
there was little uniformity in the number of stars and stripes on our 
flags (and coins), but during all this period the law made 15 of each 
oiffcial for the flag. 

MONEY FOR RETAIL TRADE 

Most of the day-to-day business of the people was transacted with 
foreign coins (mainly Spanish- American silver), with a motley assort- 
ment of the paper money of private and state banks, and with the old 
U. S. copper cents for making change.^ 

The making of change was a matter of involved calculation and the 
less sophisticated were systematically victimized by tradespeople. The 
Spanish coins were generally valued in multiples of 6Vi cents (1/16 
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fifty workmen, for those days a gigantic establishment. These men 
received two dollars per day^ a sensationally high wage when farmhands 
of that period earned but two dollars per week. He wanted his men to 
be content and, to accomplish this end, he was willing to share the 
fruits of his temporary monopoly in the copper-rolling business. 

BOULTON OF BIRMINGHAM 

In 1804-1805, Paul Revere sent his son, Joseph Warren Revere, to 
visit England, France, Holland, Denmark and Sweden to study European 
methods of fabricating copper. This trip has been referred to as the first 
authentic industrial research for new processes by an American manu- 
facturer. 

We may guess that his itinerary must have included a trip to the 
great metal-working establishment of Matthew Boulton'^ known as Soho 
Manufactory near Birmingham, England, founded in 1762. Boulton had

perfected the process of accurately rolling copper sheets to a predeter- 
mined thickness. In his Soho Mint he had struck most of the world’s 
copper coins and tokens for the preceding 15 years. For example, he had 
coined 1818 long tons of copper coins for the British government in the 
years 1797, 1798 and 1799. He was in a particularly favorable position 
to undertake copper coinage on a large scale, since the Soho Mint was at 
no great distance from the vast English copper mines in Cornwall and 
the Welsh mines in Anglesea. These mines then produced some three- 
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find him writing to Harrison Grey Otis, Member of Congress: 

"‘It is the universal belief that no one in this country could make Copper 
so malleable as to hammer it hot. I have further found it a Secret that 
lay in very few breasts in England. I determined, if possible, to find the 
Secret and have pleasure to say that, after a great many trials and much 
expense, I gained it.”

That is, he had discovered the method of hot-rolling copper sheets. 
This discovery potentially made the new United States no longer 
dependent on foreign countries for the rolling of sheet copper, so 
urgently needed at that time for our domestic uses. Revere offered his 
process to the government, and secured therefrom a $10,000 “D.P.C.” 
loan. This money, plus $15,000 of his own, enabled him to start his mill 
at Canton, Massachusetts, near Boston. Since he had large and urgent 
government orders to fill, he went out into the open market and hired 
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The “7 50 D.s p ton’' would be written today as ''$750 per ton.” 
This is an approximate or rounded figure for the cost of the copper, as 
is the value $930 per ton after coinage. These notes were probably writ- 
ten on the face of Paul Revere’s letter by someone at the Mint during 
the preparation of another letter in the Revere correspondence about a 
month later. This matter will be discussed later. 

PROCUREMENT SPECIFICATIONS FOR CENT PLANCHETS 

The only known copy of the Mint reply to Paul Revere’s letter is an 
unsigned draft or file copy,^ presumably dictated by Director Patterson, 
containing certain revisions of phrasing which would not appear on the 
"original” mailed to Revere. 

Philad. 9th May 1812 

Messrs Paul Revere & Son 
Boston 

Gentlemen — 

I have received your letter of the 4th instant, in which you inform 
me that you have a manufacture of sheet copper, and that you can supply 
any quantity of copper ready for the impression of cents, perhaps at a 
cheaper rate than those now coined at the Mint. If this should be the 
case it would be very gratifying and much easier to obtain, than to send 
for them to Europe, especially in these troublesome times. But I imagine 
you are not altogether acquainted with the different operations the copper 
has to undergo before it can be struck into cents; I therefore give you 
an outline of it herewith for your information — 

The sheets must be rolled to the precise thickness of the cents in 
circulation before they are struck. They must then be cut out, of the 
same circumference* of the impressed cents, and must not weigh more 
or less than 7 dw each; that being the standard established by law. After 
this, the edges must be rounded or raised as they now appear. **They 
must be then annealed to give them a bright surface, & afterward 
cleaned, by being thrown into warm water combined with sulphuric acid. 
They are now fit for striking, but must be packed in casks having at 
least one iron hoop at each end, & which will hold about 3 cwt each 
and are then sent to Philad. 

Having just received an invoice of copper for the Mint, I am not in 
immediate want of any. But if you will let me know at what rate per 
ton you could furnish about 20 tons of copper, deliverable in Philad. & 
manufactured in the above described manner, I would be able to judge 
whether it would answer for me to purchase any from you.

This letter gives us a rarely-encountered behind-the-scenes view of 
certain important details of our cent coinage, and from it we are able to 
learn certain facts and make some interesting conjectures. 

The copper-cent planchets had actually been coming from Europe. 
The purchase of pre-fabricated cent planchets by the Mint had become 
such a uniformly-followed procedure that when all the coinage laws were 
recodified in 1837, this practice became the law.i® 

The writer of the letter apparently did not wish to specify a toler- 
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fourths of the world’s copper.® Boulton’s coining presses had undergone 
exhaustive development and were models of mechanical perfection. He 
had applied steam power to his coinage presses about 1788, nearly fifty 
years before the U. S. Mint at Philadelphia abandoned the strong arm of 
man as motive power for coinage. 

A study of the lives and activities of Paul Revere and his English 
contemporary Matthew Boulton reveals many interesting parallels. 

DIFFICULTIES AT THE U. S. MINT 

During the 1790s the U. S. Mint was striving valiantly to be pro- 
ductive on an inadequate budget. Mint employees had many bitter experi- 
ences trying to roll their own sheet copper from ingots obtained by 
melting domestic scrap.® The machinery and processes were primitive 
by any standard. For example, soft copper pinions were used to transmit 
the turning motion from one roller to another. Several shipments of 
copper planchets were purchased from England in the 1790s, but none 
was satisfactory until a lot was received from Boulton late in 1797. In 
the meantime the Mint had accumulated some eleven tons of unusable 
scrap copper which had to be re-sold on the scrap market. Thereafter, 
Boulton’s mint was patronized quite regularly for cent planchets. 

SALES-PROMOTION LETTER TO U. S. MINT 

On the eve of the War of 1812, we find Paul Revere in the role of 
salesman or market researcher attempting to open up a new product line 
for his factory. His company dispatched the following letter® to the 
Director of the Mint, written with the quill pen of his day: 


Boston, 4th May 1812 
Sir 

We have a manufactory of sheet Copper and can supply any quantity of 
Copper ready for the impression of the Cents, We presume at a much less 
price than they can be made for in Philadelphia Provided there should be 
a large quantity wanted. If you should be in want of any and will write 
us the quantity and price you can give we can furnish them immediately.

Director of the Mint 
Philadelphia 

In different handwriting at the bottom of the original copy of this 
letter, we find: 

The copper at the mint has cost about 7 50 D.s p ton. When coined it 
will be worth 9 30 

This letter was postmarked at Boston on May 5 and received at the 
Mint in Philadelphia on May 8. This three-day trip indicates there had 
been a marked improvement in the roads between Boston and Phila- 
delphia since the end of the Revolution. During Paul Revere’s Revolu- 
tionary dispatch-riding activities, his fastest known round trip between 
those cities was eleven days, an average of sixty-three miles per day. 
This record is considered a tribute to his horsemanship and physical 
stamina. 
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Consider, for example, the huge pattern ‘‘Birch’' copper cents of 1792, 
weighing up to nearly 12 pennyweights^^ ^nd the pattern silver-center 
cents of that date, with about % cent’s worth of silver in the center plug 
surrounded by cent’s worth of copper also the two-ounce advp. 
“cartwheel” two-pence, coined by Boulton in 1797 for the British govern- 
ment,i^ weighing well over five times as much as the U. S. cents after 
1795. 

The planchets which the Mint was accustomed to importing from 
Boulton, Watt and Co.^^ had the “upset rim” provided before shipment to 
the Mint. This question has been a subject for speculation among cent 
collectors. 

The wooden casks with the iron hoops are a recurrent item in the 
history of the copper cents.^^ Beginning in 1795, the cents were distrib- 
uted in similar casks at Mint expense to U. S. banks and collection 
agencies in the principal cities.i'^ Since expenses at the Mint were cur- 
tailed in every possible way, it is probable that the casks received full 
of planchets were re-used for the distribution of the finished product. 

The “3 Cwt” for the weight of each cask does not mean 300 pounds 
avoirdupois or 300 pounds of troy. Instead, it refers to three hundred- 
weights, each of 112 pounds avoirdupois,^® making the approximate 
weight of the cask 336 pounds. 

The “7 dw” or 7 pennyweights for the weight of each planchet is 
really a measurement in troy weight, which is generally reserved for the 
precious metals. However, we find that the Annual Comptroller’s 
Reports of this period^® show that, while the copper purchases were 
recorded in avoirdupois weight, the annual copper-coinage profit was 
based on troy weight production figures. (Incidentally, these early 
Reports of the Comptroller and also of the Mint Director are based on 
the calendar year, not the fiscal year, many published statements to the 
contrary notwithstanding.) 

The cent weight of 7 pennyweights or 168 grains was established 
by the proclamation of President George Washington, effective Dec. 27, 
1795.20 This weight did not appear in any coinage law until 1837.21 A 
Congressman speaking in the House of Representatives as late as 1816 
was not aware that the weight had been changed from the previous 
figure of 208 grains (8% pennyweights) more than 20 years earlier . 22 

It is interesting to note that the weights of the small copper-nickel 
cents, and the bronze cents which followed them, are also an even num- 
ber of pennyweights: 3 dwt and 2 dwt respectively, corresponding to the 
legal weights of 72 and 48 grains. This precedent was not broken until 
the advent of the 42.5-grain steel cent in 1943.^ 

The 7 dwt cent corresponds to 41% copper-cent pieces per pound 
avoirdupois.23 If we assume that the “3 Cwt” refers to the net weight 
of the planchets in the wooden cask (which would be at least approxi- 
mately correct) there would be 14,000 cent planchets in a cask, or $140 
face value after striking. This number is of interest in the study of 
hoards of copper cents found in bank vaults many years later, still in 
casks as shipped from the Mint. 

The 41% cent pieces per pound is of interest because it represents 
the market price of copper which, if exceeded, would theoretically result 
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ance in weight, since such tolerances were not included in the coinage 
law until forty-five years later when the copper-nickel cents were 
authorized by the law of 1857. It would be impossible, then or now, 
to make all specimens weigh exactly 7 pennyweights. The weight toler- 
ances actually permitted at the first U. S. Mint are still a mystery. 

It is interesting to note that the Mint ''specifications” sent to Revere 
for cent planchets included only one definite figure — the weight. Neither 
the thickness nor the diameter was stated, except in a most haphazard 
way. It must not be inferred that Director Patterson did not have suffi- 
cient intelligence to know that such dimensions would be pertinent to the 
manufacture of planchets. He was a well-educated, competent individual. 
We can only assume that he hesitated to supply dimensions because they 
were not specified in the coinage law.

It is the opinion of the writer that the great variability of the 
diameter of our early cents, made from Mint-rolled domestic scrap in the 
1790s, was due to a desire for constant coin weight on the part of the 
Mint officials. They were unable to roll the copper to constant thickness, 
and so we may assume they went to the trouble of producing cents near 
legal weight by numerous changes in diameter. Even for the copper 
cents, it is known that the fiscal science of that day attributed much 
greater importance to the value of the contained metal in a coin than to 
its stacking qualities or portability. The "light” 7-pennyweight cents 
after 1795 constituted only a cautious and limited retreat from the earlier 
philosophy, fantastic but almost universally accepted, that even a copper 
cent in all honesty must have a metal value equal to its face value.^^ 
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residents of the Philadelphia area cannot recall that the ice has ever 
stopped the ferries to Camden. Is Director Patterson’s statement a con- 
firmation of the idea that our winters are getting warmer? The U. S. 
Weather Bureau at Philadelphia, after consultation with the Office of 
the Maritime Exchange, says probably not. 

. . . there have been several occasions when the river was frozen in the 
Philadelphia area, but it did not hamper shipping due to the fact that 
most of the ships are heavy enough and built so they could plow through 
any ice which would form in this vicinity. This unquestionably was not 
true back in 1812 when ships were much smaller and depended on the 
wind for most of their power. Another factor in the formation of ice 
in the lower Delaware is the large amount of pollution which unques- 
tionably affects the freezing characteristics of the water.27 

Perhaps some of the writer’s numismatic conjectures herein are 
skating on as thin ice as that which forms on the Delaware at Phila- 
delphia. However, the “guesses” have been checked wherever possible. 

DID PAUL REVERE GET THE CONTRACT? 

To return to coinage considerations, it is highly probable that the 
letter of June 13, 1812 is the last of the series. The 20 long tons of 
coined cents delivered to the Treasurer of the Mint in 1812, 1813 and 
1814 must have been coined from a different lot of planchets than the 
proposed Revere procurement; namely a 20-ton importation from Boul- 
ton, Watt & Co. a few months earlier in 1812. 

This statement is confirmed by the following extract from a letter 
of Jan. 30, 1816, written by Mint Director Robert Patterson to the Hon. 
A. J. Dallas, Secretary of the Treasury, a year after the end of the 

war.28 

Question 2. What was the highest price paid during the war? 

Answer. No importation of copper was made during that period. A few 
months previous to the declaration of war, twenty tons of copper-cent 
planchets were imported, which, including all charges, and taking into 
the account the rate of exchange at which bills had been purchased for 
the payment thereof, stood the Government in thirty-four cents per pound 

Avoirdupois.29 

The difference between the price of 33.27 cents per pound reported 
in Patterson’s June 13, 1812 letter and the 34 cents per pound reported 
in his Jan. 30, 1816 letter is explained by the statement “ . . . taking into 
the account the rate of exchange at which bills had been purchased for 
the payment thereof ...” This matter is detailed in other Mint 
correspondence.^® 

Hence, we have no choice but to conclude that Paul Revere & Son 
did not get the contract. Nor did anyone else. The cents of 1812, 1813 
and 1814 must have been coined from the 20 long tons of Boulton 
planchets on hand at the beginning of the war; this stock was completely 
exhausted by 1815. War orders, material allocations and priorities must 
have prevented Paul Revere & Son from opening up a new product line 
— cent planchets for the Mint. 

However, the Revere correspondence, studied 138 years later, 
breathes the breath of life into a little-known chapter in our numismatic 
history. 
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in the copper cents being melted down for their metal content. Actually 
the copper cents were melted in great quantities when copper price was 
much lower than 41% cents per pound, due to the scarcity of industrial 
copper at a given place or time. 

The 20 long tons of copper which Director Patterson proposed to 
buy from Revere would have made 1,866,666 cent pieces.^^ This is within 
2% of being equal to the number of cent pieces (1,851,330) delivered by 
the Chief Coiner of the Mint to the Treasurer of the Mint in the calendar 
years 1812, 1813 and 1814.25 None was delivered in 1815. 

However, there is no evidence that these 20 tons of cents were 
obtained as planchets from Paul Revere & Son, and there is good evi- 
dence to the contrary. 

PRICE CONSIDERATIONS 

The next letter in the Revere-Patterson correspondence cannot be 
located. It was referred to by date (June 8, 1812) in the only remaining 
letter in the series the writer has been able to discover. This last letter, 
quoted below,^ was written to Paul Revere & Son just five days before 
Congress declared war on England at the beginning of the War of 1812. 

Mint of the United States 

June 13th, 1812 

Gentlemen 

I have duly received yours of the 8th on the subject of copper cent 
planchets. You desire to be informed “what the imported planchets have 
cost per pound, including all charges.” 

The last quotation of 20 tons of cent planchets including all charges 
’til delivered in Philadelphia, cost D 750 per ton (33 27/100 per pound) 
And the former importations average about 800 D per ton. 

I shall be glad to hear from you as soon as possible, as I wish to be 
furnished with 20 tons of cent planchets, before the winter shuts in our 
river.

The Mint cost of $750 per ton for imported planchets is the same 
amount that appeared at the bottom of Paul Revere & Son's May 9, 1812 
letter to the Mint, and presumably was a note added at the Mint when 
preparing their June 13, 1812 letter quoted above. It seems to be a 
“rounded” figure, since the supposedly corresponding price of 33.27 cents 
per pound does not exactly agree. If we accept the 33.27 cents per pound 
as correct and multiply by 2240 (pounds per long ton) we obtain $745.25 
as the cost per ton of planchets. 

The note “when coined it will be worth $930 per ton” contains a 
similarly rounded valuation. The actual face value of a long ton of 
copper cents26 is $933.33. 

ARE OUR WINTERS GETTING WARMER? 

Digressing to a non-numismatic consideration, the writer was sur- 
prised to learn that Mint Director Patterson was concerned in 1812 about 
the winter shutting in the Delaware River at Philadelphia. Present-day

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MEXICAN REVOLUTIONARY BILLS 1913-17 

By M. RALPH BROWN, LM 182, Albuquerque, N. M. 

Revolution is a word which frequently means violent opposition to 
established authority. In the Mexican Revolution of 1913-17 it meant 
even more than that. In this revolution there was not only violent 
action against the central government, but between revolutionary forces 
themselves. At one point General Villa suggested that both he and Gen- 
eral Carranza should commit suicide when they were unable to reconcile 
their differences. This is reported as the only constructive suggestion 
made by Villa at the time.^ It was common practice for one revolution- 
ary military force to repudiate the currency issued by another. After 
the convention in 1915 at Aguascalientes, Carranza, Zapata and Villa 
each repudiated the bills of the others. Such practices add to the numis- 
matic interest as, because of this, many bills bear cancelling or validating 
counter stamps. 

Currency was issued during the Mexican Revolution in at least thirty- 
five different places in Mexico. This indicates the movement of forces, 
the extent of the action, and the desperate need for money of some kind 
at many places. 

The first bills of the Mexican Revolution were those issued at Mon- 
clava in the State of Coahuila by Decree dated April 26, 1913 of Don 
Venustiano Carranza, self-styled ‘Tirst Chief of the Constitutional 
Army.” He authorized the printing of 6,000,000 pesos, and these were 
issued in denominations of 1, 5, 10, 20, 50 and 100 pesos under the title 
of “Gobierno Constitutionalista de Mexico” or Constitutional Government 
of Mexico. The bills were signed by Francisco Escudero and S. Aguirre. 

These Monclava bills were issued very shortly after the main stage 
of the Revolution got under way. 

During the previous and first stage no Revolutionary bills had been 
issued. The banks had functioned normally, and there was gold and 
silver in circulation. 

The first stage had for a while looked like the real thing. Aguiles 
Serdan, an anti-re-electionist leader at Puebla in November, 1910, had 
been besieged and killed. Sporadic uprisings had broken out in a number 
of places. Pascual Orozco in Chihuahua had teamed up with a bandit 
chieftain named Villa who had once escaped peonage in Durango, and 
had become the hero of the peons of Chihuahua by stealing the cattle 
of the wealthy Terrazas family. He had also escaped from the peniten- 
tiary at Mexico City at one time. He could not write, but he knew how 
to use guns. Orozco and Villa had made things hot for the Federals. 
Emiliano Zapata in Morelos had recruited the Indian peons. Then, on 
the night of May 21, 1911, in the City of Juarez, a treaty of peace was 
signed under the lights of automobiles at 10:30 p.m. President Diaz, 
who was an old man ill with an abscessed tooth, resigned a few days 
later. The people of Mexico City celebrated the peace, but their cele- 
bration was premature. 

In the election which followed the resignation of President Diaz, 
Francisco I. Madero was elected President and Don Jose Ma. Pino Suarez 
Vice-President. Their path was rough from the outset.

fore, the name immediately applied to the new rebel currency. 

As each issue of Revolutionary paper money was printed, the value 
of both old and new bills fell lower. The attempt to maintain standard 
prices failed. Merchants closed their stores, and people refused to 
accept the currency even in spite of threats of fine or imprisonment. 
The desperate attempts of General Villa to standardize the value of 
paper money by the issuance of coins even failed to succeed. General 
Villa at one time directed his troops to loot the huge Terrazzas ranges of 
all copper wire. The wire was sent to the Chihuahua smelter of the 
American Smelting and Refining Company where it was melted down 
and then stamped into coin. Paper money continued in an increasing 
degree to be just so much paper. It was, however, practically the only 
medium of exchange in circulation. 

As each new issue of Revolutionary bills reached the market the 
monetary system of Mexico creaked a little more under the hopelessness 
of the situation. 

As with most Revolutions, so it was with the Mexican Revolution, 
the people footed the bill, and what a bill it was. The thought is incon- 
ceivable that anyone who had the slightest knowledge of government 
finance could even hope that any future government would or could 
redeem the billions of Revolutionary paper money. 

Each of the many types of bills issued during the Revolution, as 
hereinafter listed, has individual interesting features and appeals. Some 
were individually signed in pen and ink, such as the ‘‘Brigada Azuara” 
bills issued at Huejulta, Hidalgo, in January, 1915. Others possess 
equally unusual characteristics. 

The bills which had the largest circulation were “Tesoreria General 
del Estado de Chihuahua” and the “Estado de Chihuahua” bills. The 
first were issued at Chihuahua on December 10, 1913, in denominations 
of 5 centavos to 100 pesos, and were the original Villa bills. They were 
known as ‘'Sabanas Villistas” or “Villa’s Sheets.” The “Estado de 
Chihuahua” bills were issued at Chihuahua on February 10, 1914, in 
denominations of 50 centavos to 50 pesos, and were known as “Dos 
Caritas” or “Two Faces” because of the two portraits on each bill. 

Among the other interesting bills issued were those called the 
“Paper of Vera Cruz,” which were issued at the port of Vera Cruz on 
February 2, 1914, under the title of “Gobierno Provisional de Mexico.” 
These bills were issued in an attempt to unify paper money, and were 
printed from plates which had previously been used at Mexico C^ty. 
Many of the bills which had been formerly issued at Mexico City were 
stamped “Revalidado” or “revaluated,” and continued to circulate as 
money. When General Carranza reoccupied Mexico City in 1915 the 
“Paper of Vera Cruz” was printed with a special resealing stamp in an 
effort to eliminate prior issues. These bills were supposed to be redeemed 
in silver, but as the government had no silver the bills depreciated in 
value to the vanishing point. 

All of the many Revolutionary bills of Mexico must be studied in 
detail if one wishes to learn the violent and interesting numismatic his- 
tory of the Mexican Revolution. 

One of the last issues (and the prettiest) of Mexican Revolutionary 
bills were the “infalsificables” (or uncounterfeitables) printed by the 
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Following the notorious “Tragic ten days” of February 9th to 18th, 
1913, General Victoriano Huerta persuaded both the President and Vice- 
President to resign and gave them his solemn promise that they should 
be allowed to go into exile. They were, however, first confined in the 
National Palace, and then while being removed to the penitentiary were 
taken from their carriage and shot. It was reported that they were acci- 
dentally killed during an attempt to rescue them. 

Theh^by a series of political maneuvers. General Victoriano Huerta 
became President. 

A rather odd coin was later in the Revolution issued by Villa for 
President Huerta. Coins throughout history have been issued to honor 
individuals, but not so this coin which Villa issued. It was a death 
dollar stamped “Muera Huerta” or “Death to Huerta.” President Huerta 
countered by decreeing death to anyone possessing one of these coins. 

In the north a movement started to avenge the death of President 
Madero. This soon became a revolutionary movement. 

Don Venustiano Carranza, the then Governor of Coahuila, proclaimed 
a constitutional government, and shortly afterwards the first of the 
Revolutionary bills were issued. 

These first bills set the pattern for the fantastic fiood of bills which 
was to be placed in the hands of the people of Mexico. 

In the next few years governments, states and military authorities 
issued bills to the tune of at least ten billion pesos, not counting the 
many forgeries. Troops had to be paid, and some kind of money was 
needed. Hard money became increasingly difficult to obtain.. Bills cost 
no more than the paper and the printing, so quantities were issued. 

The Monclava bills were poorly printed, and they had been on the 
market but a few days before forgeries began to appear. 

When other Revolutionary bills were issued they also were forged. 
When General Villa discovered that his printer in Chihuahua was print- 
ing a handsome quantity of bills for himself, he took the printer out and 
had him shot. Forgers, however, continued to ply their shady trade, and 
the bills they issued were ofttimes quite as satisfactory as the hastily 
issued genuine Revolutionary ones. 

The new Revolutionary bills were called “Billembiques” by the 
peons. An interesting story was reported in the October 1915 Numis- 
matist concerning this term. “Years ago, it appears, there was an Amer- 
ican paymaster at the big Green mines at Cananea Company, named 
William Weeks. Weeks was in the habit of issuing a species of check to 
the improvident peon laborers to tide them over until payday. In order 
to keep the bookkeeping straight these checks could not be cashed, but 
were accepted by all classes of merchants in the mining town the same 
as currency. 

The Mexican has difficulty in pronouncing the letter “W,” pro- 
nouncing it “B.” The letter “K” is almost unknown in the Spanish 
language, “que” taking its place. The peons then fell into the habit of 
calling the checks “William Weeks,” or, as they pronounced it, “billem- 
biques.” 

This title came to be applied to any promise to pay and was, there- 
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It is a country which is old and yet new, with a population of over 
19,000,000, and a country which appears on the verge of tremendous 
industrial development. 

Mexican Revolutionary paper money does offer a different and 
exciting field of numismatics. 

The demand for money was never satisfied. Thus, in addition to 
regular Revolutionary paper money, many ‘‘cartones de moneda frac- 
cionaria’' of 3 x 5 centimeters, in denominations of 1 centavo to 5 pesos, 
were issued. These consisted of small cardboard money of a size about 
equal to a roll movie ticket. 

Vast numbers of Revolutionary bills have been destroyed, both 
officially and unofficially. Some are still readily available at nominal 
cost, but others are exceedingly rare and very difficult to obtain even 
at a high premium. 

The following list of Mexican Revolutionary bills has been compiled 
by me, and is as complete and accurate as is presently possible. Addi- 
tions and corrections may well be necessary. The code numbers have 
been assigned by me for purposes of convenience. 

The list of cartones, bank bills and bank checks is not complete, 
but is merely representative.

These celebrated Cartones of Chiapas were by Decree made legal tender 
for the payment of taxes and all kinds of debts in the entire state. Anyone who 
refused to accept them could be punished by a fine of from 10 to 100 pesos, and 
anyone who forged them could be punished by a prison sentence of from 10 to 
20 years. Finally, after the issuance of tremendous quantities of these cartones, 
the people refused to accept them, and Brigadier General Bias Corral, Governor 
and Military Commander of the State of Chiapas, issued Decree Number 45, 
providing that they might be exchanged for bank notes.

1916 under the title of “Republica Mexicana” at 20 centavos Mexican 
gold to the peso. The price soon fell, however, until the exchange rate 
became about 400 pesos to one U. S. dollar. 

The “infalsificables,” or bills which were supposed to be impossible 
to counterfeit because they were engraved in a really professional man- 
ner, were issued with the object of standardizing the money problem and 
retiring the so-called “Vera Cruz Paper” or “Gobierno Provisional de 
Mexico” bills. 

The gold reserve backing the “infalsificables” became so depleted in 

1917 that the Mexican Government had to issue silver and gold coins 
under a decree by the terms of which the National Treasury was author- 
ized to receive “infalsificables” for deposit in exchange for certificates 
redeemable at the rate of 10 centavos in silver for 1 peso in paper. Mind 
you this exchange could be made only when the condition of the Na- 
tional Treasury would permit it. The large majority of people failed to 
request the exchange, and those who did so had to wait years before 
realizing anything. Even then many failed to collect at the proper time. 

In the winter of 1916-17 when gold, silver and copper coins became 
available, paper money disappeared from the commercial markets, but 
there was not enough hard money to meet the demands. The govern- 
ment required that taxes, postage, duties, etc., be paid in coin, although 
later payment of duties was permitted to be paid fifty per cent in coin 
and fifty per cent in United States money. Some shipments of United 
States money were made to Mexico, but these were insufficient to jneet 
the many needs of the people of Mexico. ■:* 

Mexican Revolutionary bills were, on the whole, an unusually bad 
investment so far as money was concerned. Almost everyone lost all they 
had in bills, and almost everyone participated in the expensive “Dance 
of the Millions.” 

As the army of the Constitutional Government captured town after 
town from the opposition, the paper money which was found was sent 
to the Federal Treasury at Mexico, in the Federal District. In this man- 
ner the Treasury acquired over four billion bills of all kinds which even- 
tually were taken out and burned. 

The Revolutionary bills of Mexico have for the numismatist a num- 
ber of fascinating appeals. Among these are: 

First: They are documents of an era of upheaval, violence and 
Revolution, which was so close to us and in which we had such an 
interest that we are understood to have allowed some weapons of battle 
to pass south across the Rio Grande. 

Second: The man (Villa) who was responsible for the issuance of 
many of these bills once invaded the United States at Columbus, New 
Mexico, in 1916. He was not captured by the United States Military 
force which was sent into Mexico after him. 

Third: These pieces of paper money are not only bills of a foreign 
nation (some were printed in the U. S.), but are bills of various armies 
and authorities with many variations and counterstamps. 

Fourth: They come from Mexico, a country which has the heritage 
of possessing one of the oldest civilizations on the American continent.

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NOTES ON COIN CHARMS 

By JOHN WATSON, Detroit, Michigan 

(A paper presented to the 1950 A.N.A. Milwaukee Convention.) 

Making charms of coin-like form to avoid evil or encourage good 
luck dates back to ancient times. Although magic spells and incanta- 
tions were used by the Babylonians and Assyrians, we cannot find any 
record of metal charms in coin form before the time of the Han dynasty, 
B.C. 206 to 25 A.D., in China. 

These charms are a fascinating study; sometimes they are called 
amulets, but not rightly so, as the amulet may be a precious stone or in 
written form on parchment and carried about on the person. True, the 
charm is also carried on the person but has many other uses. At times 
they are found in China nailed to the beams of a house; then again we 
find them used as drawer handles or fixed on box lids, etc. 

Chinese charms should be divided into two classes, those with 
inscriptions on the obverse of current money and which are called official, 
and those made for sale to be presented as gifts to friends and so forth. 
Many of them have the constellation of the “Great Bear” (Ursa Major), 
on the reverse, the signification of. which is not very clear ; it may be 
because the two inner stars always point in a direct line to the North or 
Polar Star, which is visible in China all the year round, then again the 
“Great Bear” is one of the most striking groups of stars in the Northern 
heavens. Others, again, have the hours of the day with the Horary 
characters and their appropriate animals. Here is a list of these animals, 
with the hours they represent. Let it be understood that the Chinese 
divide their day into twelve watches of two hours each:

Others again, have only one Horary character with the animal per- 
taining to that hour. Many of the unofficial charms have Buddhistic 
prayers, poetical quotations, good wishes, and in some cases the Eight 
Diagrams ; then, again, we have those of open-work design with dragons, 
fishes, flowers, etc., some of them showing very fine workmanship. 

By far the most interesting are the unofficial charms, which are 
very largely used in China, Japan, Korea and Annam. Their number is 
legion and they bear a great variety of types. Many have the Astronomer 
or Heavenly Preceptor (Hsing Kuan), depicted, others have a crane, 
snake, or turtle (the crane and turtle are both regarded by the Chinese 
as emblems of longevity). A curious one I have seen exhorts the recip- 
ient of the charm “to be virtuous so that he may enjoy the three bless-

Many banks, because of the shortage of regular bank bills and the difficulty 
of getting them printed during the financial stresses of the Revolution, issued 
quantities of ordinary bank checks, signed by the particular bank, in various 
denominations such as .50, 1.00, 2.00, 3.00, and 4.00 payable to bearer. These 


circulated as money.

OREGON NUMISMATIC SOCIETY BANQUET 

The fourteenth annual banquet of the Oregon Numismatic Society was 
held at the Mallory Hotel, Portland, Oregon, on the evening of October 28, 
1950. Fifty-five guests enjoyed prime ribs of beef and admired the decorations 
which followed a Halloween theme. Entertainment was provided by the Chord- 
masters of Portland, a male quartet who were generous throughout the eve- 
ning with barbershop harmonies. 

The program featured short talks by two club members. Howard Hughes 
discussed and displayed some odd and curious money. Lloyd Ruff sketched the 
history of some famous coins, such as the 1913 Liberty nickel, and explained 
coin terms for the benefit of the visitors. Also for the benefit of visitors was 
the brief, sample auction spiritedly done by John Slusher. F. C. Powell 
awarded the door prizes which included a number in the numismatic field, 
donated by Chris’ Coin Shop, the Stamp and Coin Company of Oregon, and 
Robert Weill. 

Jim Padden, as master of ceremonies, kept the group highly amused with 
his wit, although he struck one serious note at the beginning of the program 
when he asked for a moment of silence in memory of the late Wendell Donald- 
son, who had so ably performed the duties of general chairman for the two 
previous banquets. At the conclusion of the evening the club president, W. A. 
Thompson, was presented with a bon voyage card and a fine gold coin from 
the group. 

As in other years, the displays in a separate room drew admiring attention 
from the guests. Over a dozen of the club members had prepared attractive 
displays; there were a number of displays of foreign money, and in the U. S.

TITHING SCRIP 

Although the problem of an exchange medium had been settled, yet 
there was one problem left to deal with, that of obtaining a more con- 
venient means of dealing with the meat and produce after it had been 
paid into the Bishops’ Storehouse as tithing. There had to be some way 
of distributing the food stored in the Bishops’ Storehouse, so in the year 
1888, the presiding Bishops decided to issue tithing scrip. Tithing scrip 
was based upon the same principle as the scrip issued by the local mer- 
chants, i.e., they were payable in “kind,” and not redeemable in money. 
Scrip was later printed in denominations of 50, 100, 250, $1, $5, and $10, 
but were not put into circulation until the year 1889. 

Bishops in Salt Lake and vicinity drew scrip from the Bishops’ 
Storehouse and paid it out to the worthy poor. The recipients, in turn, 
took their scrip to the storehouse and received supplies without question 
or explanation.^® 

The bishops also issued scrip as part pay to the employees who 
erected the church buildings, particularly the Great Temple. Other tem- 
ples were later operated with scrip, storehouses being maintained in the 
temple districts. Temples were then at St. George, Manti, Salt Lake 
City, and at Logan.®®

Reverse side reads: This scrip is payable in produce and merchandise and 
is not current except at the Bishop’s General Storehouse, Salt Lake City, Utah. 
The building in the center is the great temple located in Salt Lake City. The 
reverse side of all scrip in the third series is similar to the one pictured above.

The obverse side reads the same as the previous scrip in this series, with 
the exception that this one is payable in meat. The amount and the date are 
also different. Note also the difference in the wording of this scrip in com- 
parison with the 100 scrip on the preceding page. The one above reads: “at 
their Storehouse, Salt Lake City, Utah,’’ while the one on the preceding page 
reads: “at Salt Lake City, Utah.’’ 
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Reverse side reads: This note is not current except in the meat department 
of the General Tithing Store House, Salt Lake City, Utah. Five cents, payable 
at retail prices only. The great temple located in Salt Lake City is used for the 
central illustration on the reverse side. All scrip of this second series have the 
same design as the reverse side of the scrip pictured above. 

Third Series 

Scrip payable in merchandise and produce had similar designs and illus- 
trations to those that were payable in meat. The main distinctions were: the 
color, the date, the numbers designating the value of the different denomina- 
tions, and the manner in which they were worded. Scrip payable in meat had 
black engraving on red paper and read: good only for meat at the General 
Tithing Store House, while the scrip payable in merchandise and produce had 
blue engraving on white paper and read: good only for merchandise and 
produce at the General Tithing Store House.

After the end of World War II, the liberated Jewry from all con- 
centration camps and ghettos in Europe, legal or illegal, flocked to 
Palestine, the Land of Promise. The Mandatory Government of Palestine 
tried to stop them by reducing the quota of immigration to the maximum 
of 1500 monthly. 

There were many ships loaded with these prospective immigrants 
who tried to enter Palestine illegally. Very few succeeded and the unfor- 
tunate ones were sent to Cyprus, a British Crown Colony.

Or Bearer, On Demand at . It is not signed by 

Secretary but by Geo. Chopenney, Contractor. Large TEN, printed in red over 
the Ten Dollars. It is the only known specimen of his type. (See reference to 
the Five Dollar note of same series on page 702 of October issue.) 

100 note, Zion’s Cooperative Mercantile Institution, Mount Pleasant, Utah. Dec. 
13, 1875. Promises to pay bearer 100 in merchandise on demand, for value 
received. L. Larsen, Secretary. Numbered 2458. 

100 note. United Order of Tailors, Salt Lake City, Oct. 16, 1875. Good to Work- 
men only, for Ten Cents in Merchandise. Numbered 43. Signed by Frederick 
Gofs, Supt. 
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and value are printed in blue. All notes are signed in Hebrew by M. 
Laub, Director of the Joint Distribution Committee in Cyprus. The 
design and idea came from Mr. Schweit, one of the leading managers of 
the same Committee in Palestine. The notes were printed in Jerusalem 
by the Sinai Press.

All of the above notes are very scarce and difficult to obtain in any 
condition. Most of them were redeemed at the canteens. 
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The island of Cyprus, the British Colony nearest to Palestine is 
located in the Mediterranean Sea, south of Turkey. From this point, 
escape was impossible as transportation was by boat only. 

The internment of the intercepted immigrants was first started in 
August 1946. In a short time, the population of the unfortunate Jews 
in these camps gradually reached 32,000. 

The Jewish Agency and the American Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee began to function soon after the first arrival, arranging 
accommodations, schools, libraries, kindergartens and medical services. 
This continued until the camps were evacuated in March 1949. 

A great part of the population was employed in services incidental 
to the maintenance of the camps — sanitation work, camp police work 
and a variety of other activities. Many were engaged in various shops, 
such as tailoring, cobbling, carpentry, tin-smithing, etc. Every child in 
the camps of school and pre-school age received some kind of education. 

There was a considerable degree of self-government within the 
regulations permitted by the Mandate Government under whose juris- 
diction the Cyprus camps were administered.

Due to the shortage of metals, the Joint Distribution Committee 
issued for interior use in their canteens, three notes or scrip in the 
denominations of 1, 2 and 5 shillings. These were issued to persons who 
were engaged in camp work of one kind or another and were exchange- 
able in the camp canteens for approximately $4.00 worth of goods per 
month. 

These notes are printed one-sided on the book print system. The 
background is a combination of 1 mm. light and dark parallel stripes. 
The dark stripes are in Hebrew print, three times across the notes: 
AMERICAN JOINT DISTRIBUTION COMMITTEE. 

In the same color, the value 1, 2 and 5 is printed with Shillings in 
Hebrew above and in English below the number.

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Notes on the Confederate Restrike 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

Mr. Philpott’s interesting article in 
the April Numismatist about the rebel 
half-dollar restrikes immediately came 
to mind when I saw these few items 
which I am passing on to you, found 
during some rummaging around in 
old periodicals. 

First: Mr. Philpott’s double-struck 
Confederate restrike seems to have 
been the specimen mentioned in the 
1905 Numismatist, pages 85 et seq., as 
having been the property of J. N. T. 
Levick; it was Lot 2468 of Levick’s 
collection, sold May 26, 1884 and fol- 
lowing days, bringing $3.50 which was 
above average for these Scott pieces 
at the time. The same article also 
referred to a Confederate half de- 
scribed as “unmilled”; no later record 
of that piece is known to me. 

Was Levick therefore the “old so- 
and-so who specializes in freaks” of 
Mr. Philpott’s article? 

Second: Frossard’s Numisma for 
1879 contains two articles entitled 
“The Confederate States Half-Dollar.” 
The first one is in the September 
issue, signed “W” (undoubtedly W. 
Elliot Woodward) and is quoted: 

“Is it true that ‘Our Publisher’ 
{The N. Y. Great Boaster? Ed.) is 
about to issue copies of the so- 
called Confederate States half- 
dollar? 

“The obverse of that coin being 
from a regular U. S. mint die, it 
is an interesting question whether 
a private individual can legally 
issue a facsimile or cut, and ‘in 
this connection’ as the preachers 
say, the inquiry is pertinent 
whether, as heirs at law of the 
defunct Confederacy, the reverse 
die of that coin ought not to be in 
possession of the United States 
government.” 

The sequel is in the November 1879, 
same title, unsigned but almost cer- 
tainly by the same author “W”: 

“It is said that the Fulton St. 
postage stamp dealers intend using 
the reverse die of this piece, at 
present in their hands, to re-stamp 
the reverse of genuine 1861, Or- 
leans half dollars. A copy of the 
obverse die, which is, in fact, the 


identical obverse of the 1861 O 
halves, could not be manufactured 
with perfect safety because of cer- 
tain clauses of a well-known U. S. 
law, which bear rather heavily on 
these points, but the wonderful 
fertility of resources of the head of 
the firm led him to adopt the clever 
dodge of simply restriking the re- 
verse of genuine 1861 O half dol- 
lars with the so-called Confederate 
States half-dollar reverse die, thus 
producing exact facsimiles of the 
originals. Unfortunately for the 
scheme there is another clause 
which forbids the wilful defacing, 
altering, etc., of U. S. coins, and 
the plan of thus increasing the 
number of Confederate States’ half 
dollars will moreover meet, as 
soon as known, with the marked 
hostility of the mint authorities, 
the numismatic societies, and the 
collecting fraternity. The mint au- 
thorities should take immediate 
steps to recover this reverse die, 
which being made in a government 
building, with government tools, 
and by workmen paid with money 
stolen from the United States, 
clearly belongs to the United 
States, and place the same on 
permanent free exhibition in the 
mint cabinet, instead of allowing 
it to become the means of mis- 
leading and of deceiving collectors, 
in the hands of present or possible 
future speculative individuals.” 

Perhaps it is needless to say that 
“The N. Y. Great Boaster” was Ed. 
Frossard’s affectionate term for J. W. 
Scott. 

To conclude, may I say that any 
allegedly original Confederate Half 
Dollar should have the die crack 
from edge right of 7th star to the 
bridge of Liberty’s nose, as found on 
the ANS specimen. This crack shows 
plainly on Beistle’s photographic 
plate in the deluxe edition of REGIS- 
TER OF HALF DOLLAR DIE VA- 
RIETIES, though not on the half- 
tone plates of the regular edition. I 
know of no Scott restrikes with this 
cracked obverse.

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Boy Scouts Eager to Learn 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

Recently I gave a brief talk on the 
requirements for the Merit Badge on 
coin collecting to the Boy Scouts 
Troop 2, in Watertown, Mass., and in 
the course of the evening I showed 
slides of the type set of 20th Century 
U. S. coinage. 

As usual, among many other details 
I pointed out the Heraldic significance 
of the fact that the eagle on current 
coins is portrayed with the olive 
branch of peace in the right talon to 
signify that that is the FIRST idea 
in the mind of the United States and 
that the arrows signifying war-power 
are carried in the left talon to show 
that while the United States has this 
power it is the SECONDARY idea. 

After the regular current coin 
slides were shown I threw a few 
slides on the screen showing various 
interesting other coins and among 
them was an early U. S. dollar. 

Don’t ever let anybody tell you 
these boys don’t spot things quick as 
a wink : — a boy named Richard Ba- 
zarian came up like a flash with the 
question: — “Why does that eagle 
have the arrows in the RIGHT talon?” 

As a matter of fact arrows in the 
RIGHT talon are shown on : The half- 
dime to 1805; dime to 1807; quarter 
to 1807; half to 1807; dollar to 1804; 
quarter eagle to 1807; half eagle to 
1807, and eagle to 1804. 

Could you print an explanation of 
why and by whose order the change- 
over was brought about!

Editor’s note: It is hardly likely 
that the interchange of the positions 
of the olive branch and the arrows in 
the talons of the eagle has any spe- 
cial significance. Heraldic terms are 
frequently and easily misinterpreted, 
especially those of “right” and “left.” 
No doubt the engraver thought he 
was correcting an error in the Great 
Seal when he placed the arrows, from 
his point of view, rather than from 
the point of view of the eagle. 

All U. S. coins from 1807 to 1907, 
with one exception, show the arrows 
and olive branch in the correct posi- 
tion. The exception is the trade dol- 
lar. Just why a coin which was sup- 
posed to have an international circu- 
lation should depict a war-like design 
is a question we cannot answer. 


Prefers ‘‘Milling” to “Reeding” 
Dear Sir: 

I am not satisfied with the term 
“reeding” as referring to the edge of 
a coin. This term is applicable only 
as a description of the appearance of 
the coin, as resembling a mass of 
reeds standing straight up. There is 
no such process as reeding. Actually 
the metal is extruded, being forced 
into indentations, producing a cor- 
rugated edge. 

Neither is the coin milled, but it 
resembles milling so closely that this 
term is satisfactory for use. It is 
probably more descriptive than the 
other. Etymologically, neither term 
is correct but “milling” quite readily 
arises as the word to use, is generally 
accepted, and sounds better. Corru- 
gated or extruded do not sound right. 

Note the Spanish “milled” dollar. 
This name was universally accepted, 
although the indented edge was prob- 
ably produced by forced pressure, the 
design of the coin and the edge being 
produced at the same time. Milling 
would have required a second opera- 
tion thereby increasing the cost of 
production. 

Both terms being on a par as to 
exacting, “milling” is more descrip- 
tive than “reeding.”

Editor’s Note: “Milling” originally 
was applied to the mill and screw 
press method of producing coins 
which superseded the “hammering.” 
It was first used in England during 
the time of Queen Elizabeth. A 
“Spanish milled dollar” was a coin 
made by the milling process rather 
than being struck by hand as the 
early cob pieces were. 

During the 157 years that the 
United States Mint has been in opera- 
tion the terms “milling” and “reed- 
ing” have been used for two entirely 
different purposes. The former is 
applied to the process which com- 
presses the edge towards the center 
of the coin, thus making the rim 
thicker and producing a coin not so 
susceptible to wear. “Reeded edge,” 
(not to be confused with “lettered” 
or “engrailed” edge) was at one time 
called “fluted edge.” 

The edges of our coins from 1793 
to 1836, like the Spanish milled dol- 
lars, were lettered or decorated on a 
special machine before the coins were 
struck.
